13. H Other: While Applicant admits that the Movers reference teaches a relative roll anole (fioure 8). Applicant argued that there is 
"no teachino or suogestion for determining a wheel lifted or wheel around condition" in the applied prior art references. First, it should 
be noted that figures 1 and 2 show the situations when the vehicle is in a transitional maneuver (e.g.. turning). As shown in figures 1 
and 2. when the vehicle (10) is in the transitional maneuver, the two inside wheels (12) are grounded for setting the roll signal for 
control to the relative roll angle. Figures 1 and 2 also show that the wheels (13) are lifted off ground (22). Additlonallv> referring to figure 
8, a wheel lift info (condition) is inputted into the determination of the relative roll angle. As to the Takagi reference, there is provided 
the condition when the vehicle is in a transitional maneuver (figure 3) and the inside wheels are braked (i.e.. grounded) .
